Canyon national parks. Boys 12 
to 15 will see both rims of the 
Grand Canyon, and will spend 
one night visiting Navajo Indians 
who have been adopted by the 
Torrance Y.

During the same weeks, 25 
boys from 11 to 14 will set up 
a base camp at Florence Lake 

The group 
l explore Dinky Creek, Hunt- 

ington and Shaver Lakes, and 
will spend many hours hiking, 
fishing, and learning camp-out 
 kills.

YMCA will operate a Grand Te- 
ton tour for boys 14 to 21.
